To mix the church with politics In 
America has long been looked ujkjii 
with disfavor by laymen of all de­ 
nominations. 
For an 
Influential 
national organization of Catholics 
to issue a statem ent which, in effect, 
applies pressure on the president to 
veto the pending Labor BUI gives 
the Impression that all Catholics 
perhaps think the same way about 
it or 
that at 
least 
one official 
agency of the Catholic Church In 
America 
endorses 
the views ex­ 
pressed. 
Some time ago this writer took 
ocaslon to prote.xt against the state­ 
ments on current i&sues expressed 
by a prolestunt group—The SOvial 
Research Department of the Fed­ 
eral Council of 
the Churches of 
Christ in America—because 11 ap­ 
peared to be going beyond the ap­ 
plication of moral Influence to eco­ 
nomic questions. 
Now a Catholic 
agency comes in for criticism be­ 
ca u.se the principle in both casea 
is 
the 
same. 
Religious groups 
which Involve themselves m parti­ 
san political and economic issues 
serve only to weaken the rightful 
Influence of the churches upon in­ 
dividúala.

While Taking 
Sunbaths In The Summer 
Most people enjoy basking In the health-giving 
Baya of the sun, but many have learned from painful 
experience that it’s possible to get too much of a 
good thing, even when that good thing is sunshine. 
A healthful tan is beneficial and attractive, but a 
serious bura is a dangerous thing whether it comes 
from the sun or from some other source. While 
sunbathing without burning is healthful for most 
people, for some It Is very harmful. Old people or 
those with heart trouble or any other serious disease 
should consult a doctor before sunbathing. 
Perhaps you are the type of person who freckles 
and burns while your friends are acquiring deep tans. 
People differ in their reactions to the sun’s rays. 
Blondes are more sensitive than brunettes and chil* 
Bren of any complexion are more sensitive than adults 
af the same complexion. 
To get that enviable suntan without enduring the 
painful, sunburned stage, keep your first sunbath 
of the season down to 16 minutes, unless you take It 
after 4 p. rn., when the sun's rays are lese direct. 
Even after four, a half hour is long enough for the 
first day. Remember that ultra-violet rays penetrate 
clouds and fog. and you can be sunburned under an 
overcast sky. Even during a short sunbath It is a 
sensible precaution to use a suntan oil. cream or 
lotion. 
Basking In the sun is apt to produce drowsiness. 
If you are afraid you may fall asleep during a sun* 
bath, set an alarm clock or arrange to have someone 
wake you. People have suffered severe burns as a 
result of falling asleep in the sunshine. 
If you do get a mild sunburn (redness without 
fever or swelling) you can relieve the discomfort by 
dusting your skin with a medicinal powder or oint­ 
ment. For any more serious sunburn call your doctor. 
In severe cases, there may be chills, fever, headache 
and delirium. A bad sunburn needs as prompt and 
thorough treatment as any other severe burn. 
Your summer vacation is an excellent time to 
enjoy the outdoors and forget your cares and worries. 
Don’t mar this pleasant experience by suffering the 
miseries of a dangerous, avoidable sunburn. 


Up Goes Meat 
Barly last week, as meat prices began soaring 
upward again, reporters tried to get a reasonable 
explanation for this phenomenon. They failed. Ex­ 
perts offered opinions, as usual, but they were con­ 
flicting. 
Some blamed the rise on abnormal foreign 
buying and others said no such thing was going on. 
No one seemed able to account for what was happen­ 
ing. 
No figures were to be had on how much meat 
the government Is shipping to Germany. 
The price of steers and yearlings reached an all- 
* !me high on the Chicago market. 
Consequently the 
quest for the key lo the riddle started all over and 
this time, apparently, it succeeded. 
The packers, 
according to news reports, lay the high prices to an 
amazing” domestic consumer demand, especially for 
beef. 
That sounds reasonable, although !t Is probably 
not the whole story. 
There is the added explanation 
that the usual hot-weather slump has not material­ 
ized. 
It has been a cold spring and It Is easy to 
believe that most people have not shifted to a lighter 
summer diet. 
This factor, together with high em­ 
ployment, has produced an unusual situation. 
There Is not a great deal of comfort In this solu­ 
tion to the mystery. 
It implies that meat prices are 
likely to hold at high levels until the warm days 
arrive in all parts of the country and may not fall 
much as long as there are nearly 60.000,000 Americans 
earning money—or until the supply grows a great 
deal bigger. 
Unless, of course, housewives simply 
refuse to buy. 


De GasperVs Problem 
Dr De Gasper!’* efforts to form a new governm ent 
In Italy m ust be watched with concern not only in 
Europe but in the United States. 
Whether he suc­ 
ceeds. or how he succeeds if he is again installed as 
premier, will reflect the strength of the forces now 
struggling to shape the destiny of the Italian people. 
In Italy, as In France, liberty apd communism 
are fighting for supremacy. 
Until recently, coalition 
governm ents containing communist members have 
ruled both countries. Now France has a regime in 
which the communists have no part, because Prem ier 
Ram adier had the tem erity to expel the com munist 
m inisters when they refused to support his wage- 
freer e program. 
If th at example should be followed 
In Italy, communism will have received two significant 
setbacks in a m atter of weeks. 
But though the basic issue In Italy I* the sam e 
a* in France, De Oasperl’i problem is even more dif­ 
ficult than the one th at confronted Premier Ram adier. 
Communists are comparatively less numerous in Italy 
than in France, but their tie* with the socialists are 
close. 
De Gasper!, a Christian Democrat. Indicates 
that he hopes to form a government without the 
communists. 
But a cabinet composed chiefly of 
m inisters from his own party would have to have 
support either from the right or left. 
The outcome of the discussions now under way 
Is uncertain in the extreme. Italy is a fertile field 
for communism, and Russia Is cultivating it ener­ 
getically.

IGESTIVE disturbances san 
occur In newborn Infants and 
it Is a wonder that they ara 
not more common. The little 
Intestinal tracts are brand new and 
sometimes difficulty Is encountered 
In handling the food. Such upsets, 
which ara lass likely to affect the 
breastfed, usually are minor and 
soon disappear. With the bottle 
baby, symptoms vanish when the 
proper formula Is found. 
But the condition called "epidemic 
diarrhea of the newborn** la ex* 
tremely serious. 
It generally at­ 
tacks children during the first week 
of life and Is probably tho most 
dreaded of diseases of the newborn. 
Treatment Is not always effective 
and half of the victims may suc­ 
cumb This is why the visitation is 
looked upon with horror. 
No one knows the cause and the 
disorder may arise even though the 
rules of hygiene are obeyed. Many 
organisms have bean Implicated, In* 
eluding a virus, a dysentery bacillus. 
the atreptoococcuz, etc. The prob­ 
lem remains punting because studies 
on Infanta of this Use are not easy 
to perform. Their alimentary ca­ 
nals rarely harbor organisms at the 
moment of birth. 
Several hours 
later, however, the normal Inhabi­ 
tants of the area can be found and 
it Is not always possible to differen­ 
tiate between the good and the bad. 
At any rate, outbreaks in snstltu- 
tions start suddenly and spread 
quickly to a fair percentage, of the 
babes as they lie in their basinettes. 
The ailment Is suspected when the 
little tikes begin to lose appetite 
and appear drowsy; 
instead of 
gaining, weight remains stationary 
of is lost. Many are fretful and, 
after a day or so, actually refuse 
food. Meanwhile, th e 
number of 
daily stools increases. During the 
first 24 to 48 boun the severity of 
the situation may not be appreci­ 
ated. But soon the abdomen be­ 
comes distended, vomiting ensues, 
the temperature rises, the complex­ 
ion becomes ashy-gray, and signs 
of toxicity develop. 
By now the 
boblet look sick and are sick. 
An air of hopelessness surrounds 
the nursery because the disease Is 
Inclined to progress In spite of the 
best treatment available. The ill 
youngsters are Isolated 
Immedi­ 
ately and the nurses are not al­ 
lowed near the well children. Now 
and then the entire maternity sec­ 
tion of the hospital Is closed until 
the epidemic subsides. Not all the 
babies who are exposed become af- 
filleted although premature and im­ 
mature tots are in the greatest dan­ 
cer. This la one reason why It ta 
so important to recognize the mal­ 
ady early so that precautionary 
measures can be taken. 
Food by mouth is withheld but 
fluids and nourishment ars supplied 
hypodermically. Occasionally blood 
transfusions are required. Feed­ 
ings are resumed with caution and 
at first 
protein 
milk or 
bolled 
mother's milk is given. Consider­ 
able research ha* been done with 
the sulfonamides, 
penicillin, 
and 
streptomycin. The latter is capa­ 
ble of subduing most of the bac­ 
teria in the digestive tract and. In 
some cases, this has been helpful, 
but in others, the outcome is not 
Influenced. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
lack of a specific remedy, many 
lives are saved by combating dehy­ 
dration and toxemia. Prevention is 
encouraged by breastfeeding and 
maintaining scrupulous Cleanliness.

WASHINGTON—When It cornea 
to taxes, the Mg-Miainew lobby nev­ 
er changes. A peek behind-the- 
scenes with the House Ways and 
Means Committee shows that the 
same group of wire-pullers who 
have tried to mould taxes in the 
past are more in the saddle than 
ever today. 
Here is how they operate: Three 
years ago. Randolph Paul, then 
Counsel of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, was asked to meet with five 
men described to him as "control­ 
ling the tax policy of the United 
States.” When he sat down with 
them, he found thai these five 
were: 
1. Wall Street banker John W. 
Hanes, chief owner of the Martin 
Aviation Co., investor in various 
big tobacco companies, and the 
largest orchid-grower in the world. 
2. J. Cheever Cowdin, head of ihe 
National Association of Manufac­ 
turers’ tax committee, chairman of 
Universal Pictures and Trans World 
Airlines; director of Curtiss-Wright, 
Douglas Aircraft. Sperry Gyroscope, 
Fort Instrument Co., Waterbury 
Tool and half a dozen others. 
5. Ellsworth Alvord, tax lobbyist 
for the U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
and former tax lawyer for Andrew 
W. Mellon. 
4. Lewis Brown of the Johns- 
Manville Co. 
6. Roswell Magill, Wall Street tax 
lawyer. 
This is the little group which de­ 
scribed themselves as ’’controlling 
U. S. tax policy.” And while they 
had little luck with Randolph Paul, 
today they have finally come Into 
their own. It has recently bean dis­ 
covered that Republican Chairman 
Knutson of the House Ways and 
Means Committee has now actually 
appointed three of the above — 
Cheever Cowdin. John Hanes and 
Roswell Magill- as a tax committee 
to advise Congress on how to write 
the tax law. 
In other words, Mr. Cowdin. a 
multimillionaire and Mr. Hanes, an­ 
other multimillionaire, t o g e t h e r 
with Mr. Magill, an attorney for 
several millionaires, now are given 
the official right to help fix the 
nation’s taxes.

Baseball Commissioner H a p p y 
Chandler, once a versatile Bellair 
debater, has been on a lot of hot 
spots in hts day.

Having heard that Leonard Lyons' 
two sons were up In arms over the

"It grieves me to know that you 
do not approve of my action in 
suspending Leo Durocher.

Mine Safety Lace 
John L. Lewis, who has tried to 


swing the miners to the Republican 
party during every election since 
1926, now faces an interesting sit­ 
uation at the hands of his Repub­ 
lican friends. The question is: Will 
the Republicans give him the mlne- 
safety bill he has been demanding? 
For a good many years, Lewis has 
been trying to pass an adequate 
mine-safety 
bill—without success. 
About once a year public indigna­ 
tion gets aroused over a horrible 
mine tragedy, after which public 
apathy sets in and no-mine safety 
bill is passed. 
Real fact la that most of the 
mine owners don't want Federal in­ 
spection of their mines, or a really 
airtight mine-safety tall. 
At this congressional session, how­ 
ever. definite ection was hoi ted for. 
Three mine-safety bills have been 
Introduced: two by Republican Con­ 
gressman Gerald Landis of Indiana, 
a former coal miner; one by Demo­ 
cratic Senator Harley Kilgore of 
West Virginia, long known as the 
miners’ best friend in Congress. 
As a reward for his friendship, how­ 
ever, Kilgore was vigorously oppos­ 


ed by Lewis at the last election. 
When tile two Landis bills came 
before 
Republican 
Congressman 
Max Bchwabe of Missouri, chairman 
of a labor subcommittee, however, 
he decided to consult Speaker Joe 
Martin and OOP leader Charley 
Halleck of Indiana. They hesitated. 
The coal operators lobby Is strong 
and one of their arguments, inci­ 
dentally, is that used by the D eni­ 
ers ts — interference 
with 
states 
rights. 
So despite the public outcry dur­ 
ing the Centralia tragedy, it doesn t 
look likely that a mine-safety bill 
will be passed by the House. 
In the Senate, there Is a better 
chance. Senators Dworkshak of Ida­ 
ho and Cordon of Oregon. Repub­ 
licans. both indicate support for 
Kilgore's mine-safety bill. 
However, one interesting political 
question mark has arisen. "If John 
L. Lewis fought the re-election of 
Senator Kilgore, the man who has 
done most for mine safety." ask 
some Republicans, "what is the use 
of going down the line for him?”

For an 
influential 
national organisation of Catholics 
to issue a statement which, in effect, 
applies pressure on the president to 
veto the pending Labor Bill gives 
the impression that all Catholics 
perhaps think the same way about 
it or 
that at 
least one official 
agency of the Catholic Church in 
America 
endorses 
the views ex­ 
pressed. 
Some time ago this writer took 
oc as Ion to protest against the state­ 
ments on current Issues expressed 
by a protestant group—The Social 
Research Department of the Fed­ 
eral Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America—because It ap­ 
peared to be going beyond the ap­ 
plication of moral influence to eco­ 
nomic questions. 
Now a Catholic 
agency comes in for criticism be­ 
cause the principle in both easel 
is 
the 
same. 
Religious troupe 
which Involve themselves in parti­ 
san political and economic Issues 
serve only to weaken the rightful 
influence of the churches upon in­ 
dividuals. 
When a statement is made, for 
instance, by ' a church group that 
taxes the credulity of observers, it 
necessarily tends to weaken confi­ 
dence in such a church group s im­ 
partiality or objectivity. Thus the 
Catholic Social Action Department 
says: 
• The Taft-Hartley Bill doe* little 
or 
nothing 
to encourage labor- 
management cooperation. 
On the 
contrary It approaches the compli­ 
cated problem from a narrow and 
excessively legalistic point of view.” 
Who is 
to say 
that 
treating 
management and unions alike will 
not bring 
labor-management co­ 
operation? Anyone who la familiar 
with the text of the proposed Isw 
knows, moreover, that It la no more 
legalistic than the original Wagner 
Act, whose phrases have been the 
bests of thousands of rulings and 
decisions already In which hair­ 
splitting and equivocal rulings have 
been made by the Labor Board 
affecting the employer. 
The Social Action 
Department 
didnt protest against the enact­ 
ment of the original Wagner law 
and certainly baa not called for Ila 
repeal or revision so that employers 


and unions would be treated alike. 
Tile *taimenL just issued goes fur­ 
ther in denouncing the present tall 
than most critics outside the labor- 
union movement have gone 
In­ 
deed It reads as lf it were prepared 
by a la bor-un ion leader and does 
not give any impression of aware- 
nr as of the abuses that have led up 
to the pasaage by both Houses of 
Congress of a law to correct su« ti 
abusee. 
"The tall." says the statement, ’ ie 
an open invitation to mana*,'en;ent 
to have recourse to the courts and 
to Hie Labor Board al almost every 
turn and thus to sidetrack or evade 
the normal processes of collective 
bargaining.” 
Such a claim la wholly unrealistic 
because a careful reading of the tall 
will show that, unlike the Wagner 
Act. the new tall not only puts upon 
employers sn obligation to bergs us 
collectively but spells out the mean­ 
ing of that obligation. 
But in any event it is not the 
function of a church unit at a nat­ 
ional headquarters, using the name 
-Catholic.” to enter into a detailed 
discussion of the m enu of highly 
technical legal provisions and to 
urge, in effect, on the President of 
the United States that the Catholic 
voters share or might share these 
views and that hence Mr. Truman 
might better heed the advice given 
or perhaps lose some of the Catholic 
votes 
This sort of statement by the 
Catholic group is an interjection 
Into politics which thoughtful Cath­ 
olic leaders may not wish to ap­ 
prove. A repudiation of the state­ 
ment issued by the Social Action 
Department would seem to be called 
for or at least the definition of a 
limited authority behind the issu­ 
ance of the highly controversial 
pronouncement. 
The province of all the churched 
of ail denominations is to exert an 
influence for Individual honesty and 
self-restraint endeavoring to make 
laymen responsive to spiritual inter­ 
est so that they themselves will be 
fair and objective both in the writ­ 
ing of laws and in taking rightful 
political action. 
There Is not the slightest objec­ 
tion to the expression of views bf 
individual 
clergymen 
on 
public 
questions 
when 
they are plainly 
acting as individual citizens. 
Bug 
for any church unit. functioning as 
an institution, to mix in as a pres­ 
sure group on specific laws ta the 
economic or political field is to in­ 
volve America in unfortunate con­ 
troversies where the Influence of the 
churches will be weakened instead 
of strengthened. 
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Efforts Made To Enlighten 


Public On Truman Doctrine

During three months America has 
experienced an extraordinary at­ 
tempt 
at 
public 
enlightenment. 
Made up largely of conscious and 
official effort, party of spontaiifaus 
contributions, the sum of it is the 
most vital thing in motion in the 
world today. The subject attempted 
to be explained to the country is, 
as commonly phrased, “the Truman 
doctrine.” 
Beginning with Ute address in 
which Mr. Truman laid it before 
Congress and the country March 
12. there have been more than a 
score of addresses by top level pub­ 
lic men, aimed specifically toward 
explaining the new doctrine to tile 
country or bearing upon it The.se 
Include two formal speeches by Sec­ 
retary of State Marshall, one formal 
statement to the country and sev­ 
eral statements on the Brast* floor 
by Republican leader on foreign 
affairs Vandenberg, a formal ad­ 
dress by Republican advisor and 
participant in foreign negotiations 
Dulles; two formal statements, com­ 
prehensive and detailed, by ex- 
President Hoover, In the form of 
letters to the committees of Con­ 
gress. In connection witli the first 
concrete step in the Truman doc­ 
trine. the grant of aid to Greece, 
the doctrine has been discussed in 
Congress 
comprehensively 
with 
leaders of both parties participating, 
almost wholly in a bipartisan spirit. 
The efforts of tile State Depart­ 
ment to enable the country to un­ 
derstand the Truman doctrine Ila vc 
been painstaking and far-reaching. 
In addition to addresses to the 
public by several officials, one ef­ 
fort by the Department was extra­ 
ordinarily conceived and carried (Hit. 
The department devoted three days 
to continuous conference, informal 
and off-the-record but thoroughly 
organised 
for 
enlightenment, 
In 
which officials Including Secretary 
Marshall addressed leaders of public 
thought whom It had invited. These 
included heads of church organiza­ 
tions, college presidents, heads of 
veterans organizations, labor ie'der* 
and heads of industrial groups. The 
aggregate of them, it was in*ended 
and estimated, represented 75.Cut). - 
OOO members, every adult in the 
country. 
The sum of the efforts tow aid 
enlightenment has been suctssiul, 
the country Is Truman's 
.octrlne 
conscious. In an election to fill :» 
vacancy In Congress In the state 
of We1 him ton Hie doctrine was 
an issue, made so by the Republica!* 


candidate who supported the doc­ 
trine and won the election. Yet lf 
the electors in that district, arid 
the public generally, grasp the un­ 
derlying Idea of the Truman doc­ 
trine and approved it, they do rot 
know the precise form and ta? de­ 
tails. They cannot, for the doctrine 
was not born full-fledged and could 
not be. It is not a static document 
in a ti tate Department vault It is 
a thing being evolved in the minds 
of men; and many of the addresses 
about it, while firmly favorng the 
basic idea, have been criticism con­ 
tributing to the evolution, ll need 
not be surprising if the progress of 
evolution, changing from day to day, 
cremes 
occasional 
mystification. 
Over the recent weekend, Hie note 
of puzzlement on Ute part of the 
public was conspicious. Firm through 
every stage of the evolution is tile 
col Milt ion.-, which makes the doctrine 
a necessity. Tills was put In one sent­ 
ence by ax-President Hoover In his 
letter lo tirnator Bridges fur publi­ 
cation 
this 
week. 
"There 
is 
greater danger of political anti ec­ 
onomic chaos in the world *>>Jay 
than at any time since the war 
ended.’* 
To avert this danger, to make the 
world and especially Europe a going 
economic concern, is Uh* purpose of 
the Truman doctrine. Because the 
first announcement of the doctrine 
was aceompanted by a concrete step 
In it, the grant of aid to Greece and 
Turkey, It was assumed that tile 
Truman doctrine woi 
constat of 
successive separate grants to other 
countries on much Ute same basis. 
Quick realization that for sever ii 
reasons, including fxtsjiible cost *o 
us, this w(Hild not be the bes* wav. 
led to an Important step in the 
evolution of the dorttrine. As put in 
a careful address by tiecretary Mar­ 
shall. we should not undertake to 
draw- up unilaterally a program de­ 
signed to place Europe on Its feet 
ecol unit ally; 
the 
initiative . . . 
must come from Europe." Action 
by Hie countries of Europe toward 
putting themselves on a self-sup­ 
porting basis includes pooling of 
their resources, a kind of economic 
federation of F.urope Steps toward

promptly by Britain and France 
with a statement by British Prime 
Minister Hcvtn almost ecstatic In 
Its approval of Secretary Marshall's 
address, which

"may well rank as one of the great­ 
est in the work! s history.” 


The Myafierg Case 
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t used to be that the trader could 
move from country to country, 
find out how to trade in each 
one, study the law*, and m ove 
goods and services. Today the trader 
IM su b je c t to Indignities and even 
imprisonment. 
Swan, Culbertson and Frits is an 
American firm that has long existed 
In China. On March 3. the Chinese 
police in Shanghai raided the prem­ 
ises of this reliable American finn. 
seized 38 ten-ounce gold bars and a 
quantity of foreign currency mn** 
This was done under the Emergency 
Economic Measures of February 17, 
1947. The currencies were the prop­ 
erty of the Abl* Company, incorpor­ 
ated under the laws ct the United 
States. Its manager. Frederick My*- 
berg a Dutch national, wa* arrest­ 
ed charged with dealing in gold and 
foreign currency notes. Bail was re­ 
fused him. 
During the first day. he warn 
shackled 
in chains to 40 oilier 
prisoners. The Dutch made a ter­ 
rific noise about that, so they let 
him out of the chain gang. 
Mysberg's trial started on March 
32 before Judge Menu Ttng-ku of 
the Shanghai District Court On 
April 14, Myzberg was sentenced lo 
one year's imprisonment. US $40.- 
OOO and HK $20,000 were confis­ 
cated. 
Now. It turned out that the gold 
bara and US $21,201 of the foreign 
currency were property of a Chinese 
client of the firm, that no trans­ 
actions in gold or bullion occurred 
after February 18. I do not need 
to go Into all the involved financial 
dealings except to point out that 
this firm has for decades been en­ 
gaged in the foreign exchange busi­ 
ness as an American firm. In the 
trial, it was brought out that the 
"Measures” had .lever been enact­ 
ed into law by the Legislative Yuan; 
that even the "Measures'* did not 
forbid lite type of transaction this 
firm principally engaged in, namely, 
telegraphic transfers and demand 
drafts; and that even under the 
"Measures,” mere possession of for­ 
eign exchange is not prohibited. 
The judge, however, took the posi­ 
tion that the "economic policy” of 
Die government was paramount and 
that the government in pursuit of 
policy could take any steps it chose.

There was never the 
slightest proof that Mysberg violat­ 
ed Die so-called law, live law had 
not been passed at the time of 
his arrest and. In fact. 
not 
passed by the Legislative Yuan un­ 
til after he was convicted. Durum 
the trial the court was continually 
interrupted by uniformed officers 
of the Woosung-Shanghai Garri­ 
son, who upbraided the counsel for 
the defense as being a ‘traitor* for 
defend* mr a foreland

the defendant was referred to ae 
a foreign dog ’ ’*
